on the east coast of Mexico, between 
Vera Cruz and 
Tampico, landed 
a 
party on the island and arrested the 
lighthouse tenders, who were released 
after they had turned over the instru­ 
ments and apparatus for operating the 
lighthouse. 
The mediators were asked to make 
representations to the United States 
government in connection with the 
armistice. 
The island of Ixibos lies eight miles 
off the east coast and ISO miles north 
of 
Vera 
Cruz 
and 
sixty-five 
miles 
south of Tampico. 
Tw o islands are, 
very near together, Lobos and Blan ­ 
quillo. 
Lobos island is near the main route 
of steamers plying between Vera Cruz 
and Tampico and has a powerful light 
to guide shipping, one of the most im­ 
portant along the east coast. 
The 
island is low and sandy with nothing 
on it but the lighthouse equipment, 
though its location might make it of 
considerable strategic importance. 
A line of shoals runs south of the 
island, making navigation dangerous. 
The town of Tuxpan, in the center of 
a rich region, lies twenty-five miles 
southwest on the coast.

The receipt of a dispatch from Mex­ 
ico City stating that Foreign M inister 
Ruiz had protested to the mediators

landed a party on Lobos island, eight 
miles off tile coast, and taken the 
lighthouse was believed to have been 
the purpose of the ambassador’s visit 
to the W hite House. 
Adm iral Howard cabled to the navy 
department that Huerta had ordered 
the lighthouses on the Pacific coast 
extinguished, so as to Impede naviga­ 
tion by American ships. 
The same order by Huerta is re­ 
ported to have been made as to light­ 
houses on the Atlantic side, so that 
the reported seizure of the lighthouse 
on Lobos island might be held to be 
a precaution to keep the lights burn­ 
ing to protect all shipping. 
As such a precautionary measure 
the taking of tile lighthouse, it. is con­ 
tended, would be without significance 
as an 
occupation or territorial 
ac­ 
quisition of the island and therefore 
would not Justify any charge of viola 
tion of armistice.

the most critical boxholder of grand 
opera houses in all of the w orld s 
greut musical centers. 


Voice Delighted Thousands. 


The purity of her voice, employed 
in many tongues, had delighted hun­ 
dreds of thousands since the day, for­ 
ty years ago, she first appeared in 
public 
as soprano soloist 
at Grace 
church in Boston. 
Nordica and Kames— although the 
latter was born of Am erican parents 
in far off China— were of old New 
England stock, both claimed by the 
state of Maine, and they made up a 
notable Am erican contribution to tho 
operatic world. 
A 
farmhouse built by the prima 
donna’s great-grandfather on a hill 
just outside the village of Farm ing­ 
ton, Me., was Nordica’s birthplace, in 
1S69. 
H er true name was Lillia n Nor­ 
ton. 
She changed it to the Italian. 
Nordica, twenty years later when she 
began to study in Italy for an operat­ 
ic career. 
Her m atrim onial ventures number­ 
ed three. 
She married first in 1882 
to Frederick A. Gower, a wealthy elec­ 
trician and native of her state of 
Maine, whom she met in Paris. Short­ 
ly after she had begun separation pro­ 
ceedings in 18S4 Gower disappeared. 
He attempted a balloon trip across the 
English channel. 
Although the bal­ 
loen was found later nothing was ever 
heard or seen of him. 
In 1896 Mme. Nordica married Zol- 
tan Doeme, a Hungarian arm y officer 
and singer, from whom she secured a 
divorce in 1905. 
Her third marriage was in london 
in 1909 to George W . Young, a wealthy 
New York banker. 
It was announced 
at that tim e that Nordica would re­ 
tire from the stage, but after a honey­ 
moon spent in part at the old Norton 
homestead in Maine, she decided up­ 
on a farewell tour of the world. 
It 
was while making one leg of this trip 
on the Dutch steamer Tasman that 
the vessel ran ashore on Thursday 
island in the Antipodes. 


W illiam Martin 
Dies in 
Minneapolis 


at Age of Ninety-one. 


Minneapolis. May, l l . — W illiam M ar­ 
tin, ninety-one years old. the only sur­ 
vivor of the Mexican war living in 
Minneapolis, died at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Sandy Hamilton. A l­ 
though the trials and privations of 
Mexican campaign had Impaired his 
health he tried to enlist for service 
in the C ivil war, but was rejected for 
disability, despite the fact that W ill­ 
iam 
M artin 
lived fifty-three 
years 
longer, active in body and mind until 
his death. 
Having taken an active part in the 
historic campaign in 1846 under Gen­ 
eral W infield Scott, having been in 
every engagement from Vera Cruz to 
the fall of the capital, he was intense­ 
ly interested in the recent capture of 
Vera Crux by the Am ericans. 
He .fol­ 
lowed every incident with enthusiasm 
and recalled the scenes in the same 
city nearly seventy years ago when 
as a private in the Second Indiana 
infantry he landed with General Scott 
at Vera Cruz.
